Iran warns 

West of oil 
sale curbs 

TEHERAN (Reuter). — Iran ac- 
cused the U.S. yesterday of com- 
mitting open aggression through Its 
imposition of new sanctions, and 
warned Washington’s allies that 
they would be deprived of Iranian 
oil if they joined in applying them. 

The ruling Revolutionary Council 
said the U,S. was using the 49 
hostages held at the American em- 
bassy in Teheran as its excuse for 
the "overt aggression." 

President Jimmy Carter, who an- 
nounced the sanctions and a break- 
off of diplomatic relations with Iron 
on Monday night, waa "trying to 
hide I he* imperialist interests of his 
government under the cover of the 
embassy hostages/' the Council 
said after hours in emergency ses- 
sion. 

Oil Minister All Akbar Molnfar 
told a press conference that any 
country which Joined the U.3. In Im- 
posing sanctions would be deprived 
of Iranian oil. 

The minister has made similar 
threats before during the five- 
month-old bostAge crisis, but 
yesterday’s statement bad special 
significance In view of reports that 
the U.S. was seeking backing from 
Its aides. 

In Washington, Deputy Secretary 
of State Warren Christopher said In 
a television Interview, "We’ll be 
looking to our allies to make these 
steps (the new sanctions) effec- 
tive." (See "World cool..." — Page 

4 ).

Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, 
who on Monday vetoed a transfer of 
the American embassy hostages to 
Iranian, government control, 
yesterday said that he welcomed 
Washington’s breaking of 
diplomatic relations with Teheran. 

A statement from the 
revolutionary leader's office said: 
"If Carter has done one thing in his 
life which it can be said fa to the 
benefit of the oppressed, it Is this 
very cutting of relations between a 
jratfon {ifenlp f liberation from the 
grip of international plunderers and 
a world predator-plunderer." 

Members . of the Revolutionary 
Council were holding talks with the 
ayatollah last night at his Teheran 
residence. They were joined by ex- 
Jerusalem Greek Catholic 
Archbishop. HUarlon.GapuocL The 
Syrian-born prelate arrived In the 
Iranian capital last Friday. to pay 
an Easter visit to the embassy 
hostages. 

' The sanctions announced by 
Washington on Monday night in- 
clude a break In diplomatic 
relations, a ban on exports to Iran 
of goods other than of . food and 
medicine, and cancellation of U.S. 
visas to Iranians. 

Acting finance minister Reza 
Salimi said yesterday that the 
economic sanctions against Iran- 
would put Its economy on the right 
track. “When there Is pressure 
from outside, the people's solidari- 
ty Increases," he told Reuters In an 
Interview. 

In Washington, about 200 police, 
fearful of anti-Iran demonstrations, 
cordoned off the Iranian embassy 
where Iranian diplomats were ap- 
parently packing up .beforeleaving. 

Equipped with riot gear, televi- 
sion cameras and other 
sophisticated . communications 
devices, the police cordoned off a 
five-block stretch- around the Ira- 
nian mission along tree-lined 
Massachusetts Avenue, causing 
traffic jams in nearby streets.

A Zambian spokesman said that 
South Africans had attacked Zam- 
bia n territory and that some South 
African, troops were still there. 


Turkish prosecutor, 

12 others murdered 

ANKARA (UPI). — A public 
prosecutor assassinated by three 
armed gunmen was among 13 per- 
sons to fall victim yesterday to 
Turkey’s continuing political, 
violence, police said. 

Police announced that they 
caught one of the killers of 
prosecutor Nlhat Gercek, who was 
shot dead in Nlkaar, and had im- 
posed a curfew bn the eentral 
Anatolian town. 

Earlier, terrorists shot and 
critically wounded a top-ranking 
government official and his driver 
in an attack which, observers said, 
marked "a new dimension” in 
Turkey's political unrest.

As Jerusalem shops decide to open 

Only limited support likely 
for one-day merchant strike

Petrol stations, garages, shops, 
restaurants and other businesses 
are to strike today throughout 
Israel, with the exception of 
Jerusalem. In a one-day economic 
protest organized by chambers of 
commerce. 

The decision to strike came 
despite pleas by Premier Menahem 
Begin and Industry, Trade and 
Tourism Minister Gideon Patt, who 
remained unconvinced that govern- 
ment concessions must be made to 
offset business losses caused by in- 
flation. 

The strike Is unlikely to be total, 
with disagreements clearly evident 
among the organizers. Many large 
chain stores including Shekem, the 
Supersol network, Hamasbblr Lat- 
zorchan, the Tsorchanlyot con- 
sumer cooperation, and Tnuva and 
the bakeries have already said they 
will not strike. 

Meeting with Begin and Patt 
yesterday, chamber of commerce 
representatives complained that In- 
flation was eating Into their profits 
. tend asked for tax concessions 
backdated for two years. They were 
told the government would not 
grant this, but that their position 
would be remedied with the adop- 
tion this month of the Gabbal Com- 
mittee recommendations to offset 
Inflationary taxation. 

Begin and Patt were also 
presented with a demand that 
employer's tax at 7 per cent be 
levied on all employers. The produc- 
tion sector (a now totally exempt 
from this tax, and others pay a 
lower rate. 

This, the ministers said, was un- 
acceptable. The government does 
not want to tax Industry and com- 
merce equally. Patt emphasized to 
4hc delegation that his ministry 


would continue pressing heavily on 
imported luxuries to persuade the 
public to buy local goods. 

The merchants also protested a 
proposed new municipal tax based 
on their VAT payments. Patt told 
them this was being re-examined. 
But. he reminded them, the govern- 
ment did not need to continue sub- 
sidizing the local authorities. 

Patt had a special word for the 
importers, who are among those 
pressing hardest for the strike 
following the slow-down In their 
business in the past few months. 
The economic slow-down, Patt said, 
was government-planned, and not 
accidental, and the merchants 
must bear their share of the burden 
of rehabilitating the economy. 

In Jerusalem. Avr&ham Blrn- 
baum, secretary of the local 
Merchants Association which fa not 
joining the strike, said it was ob- 
vious that the government would 
not meet the merchants* demand 
tor retroactive tax concessions, and 
that the new tax arrangements 
would offset inflation as of this 
month. 

Questioning the timing of the 
strike, Bimbaum said the change in 
the employer’s tax had come is 
January, and it made no sense to 
strike so long after the event. 

Avner Bcn-Yakar, president of 
the Federation of Israeli Chambers 
of Commerce, said yesterday that 
inspection teams would visit 
businesses to see that the strike was 
enforced. But he said that "onIy_ 
persuasion" would be used, though* 
offenders might face expulsion 
from the various organizations in 
the federation. 

Dov Lautman of the Manufac- 
turers Association said the strike 
was "unfortunate." He called on all 
industrialists with retail' or 
wholesale outlets to puJt gut of the 
federation in protest.

WASHINGTON. — Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat’s first 
days of talks here with Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter were clear- 
ly upstaged by the U.S. decision 
to sever diplomatic relations 
with Iran. 

This latest twist in the story of the 
American hostages In Teheran also 
dominated the thinking of Carter 
and his senior foreign policy ad- 
visers. 

During their first round of dis- 
cussions yesterday at the White 
House, the U.S. and Egyptian 
presidents discussed the latest 
developments in Iran and their im- 
plications on the autonomy 
negotiations. 

Carter’s first day of talks with 
Sadat ended here yesterday with 
U.S. and Egyptian officials stress- 
ing that the discussions included a 
thorough review of the., autonomy 
negotiation's, as w6lf as other 
developments in the Middle East. 

Before last night’s dinner at the 
White House. Carter and Sadat 
spent some three hours In dis- 
cussions — more than one hour 
without any aides present. 

Carter, who continues the 
sessions with Sadat this morning, 
was described by White House 
spokesman Jody Powell as "mostly 
listening rather than talking." 

Powell and other U.S. officials 
told reporters that the administra- 
tion will not provide much sub- 
stance on the Carter-Sadat 
meetings in advance of Carter's 
forthcoming talks with Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin next 
week. 

"We’re going to be reluctant to 
discuss specific points while we're 
in mid-strike." Powel said. 

He expressed hope that the U.S.

to announce following the Begin-

tians and the Americans are draw- 
ing from the crises in Iran as well 
as in Afghanistan continues to re- 
main the same: that these other 
problems underline the urgency to 
achieve a breakthrough on the 
autonomy front. 

Such an achievement, U.S. and 
Egyptian officials believe, would 
buttress Amenta' s sagging stan- 
ding In the Middle East, especially 
if a far-reaching accord en- 
couraged the Palestinians, the Jor- 
danians, the Saudis and other 
"moderate" Arabs to join the peace 
process. 

U.S. officials still insist that such 
an upbeat scenario fa possible if 
Israel demonstrates enough flex- 
ibility. 

As usual. Sadat presented an op- 
timistic front when he arrived here 
Monday evening. “Once again," he 
said at a ceremony at nearby An- 
drews Air Force Base, "we are 
joining our efforts in our holy pur- 
suit for peace. Once again, we 
assume the great responsibility we 
share for the advancement of un- 
derstanding and amity among 
nations. Once again, we shall 
succeed 1 in our endeavour — with 
the support of the American 
people." 

Secretary- of. State Cyrus Vance, 
who Sadat, called the 

Israeli-Egyptlan peace treaty only 
"the first step on the road to a com- 
prehensive peace." 

U.S. and Egyptian officials here 
recognize that the Palestinian 
terrorist attack at Misgav Am fa 
likely to stiffen further the Israeli 
position on autonomy, making an 
agreement even more difficult. 

"That's exactly what the 
terrorists had in mind,” one U.S. 
source said. 

Syndicated columnist Joseph 
Kraft, writing yesterday in "The 
Washington Post" from Cairo, said 
that Carter’s separate summits 
with Sadat and Begin will be follow- 
ed later this month by another 
round of autonomy negotiations

World leaders react to terrorist raid 

Carter, Giscard send 
condolence messages

President Jimmy Carter yesterday 
conveyed his "heartfelt con- 
dolences; and those of all my fellow 
Americana,” to Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin over the terrorist 
attack at Misgav Am. 

In a message delivered by 
American Ambassador Samuel 
Lewis. Carter wrote: “I am shock- 
ed and deeply saddened by the 
tragedy at Mlagav Am... Our 
thoughts are with you and with the 
friends and families of the victims 
of this brutal act.” 

Condolence messages and ex- 
pressions of outrage were also 
published by a number of other 
foreign statesmen. 

A spokesman for French Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d'Estaing 
said. "The president shares the dis- 
may aroused by this terrorist ac- 
tion. which he considers particular- 
ly odious, and states Us deep sym- 
pathy to all relatives of the vic- 
tims." 

Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Krebs ky yesterday said he did not 
know -whether the head of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(FLO) Yasser Arafat knew about 


the attack. He said as far as he 
knew PLO groups operated rather 
independently. 

He said he was against terrorist 
attacks but also against bombing; 
raids against FLO camps where 
children were also among the vic- 
tims. 

In Israel, the doyen of the 
diplomatic corps sent a message to 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
on behalf of all the diplomatic mis- 
sions accredited here. 1 Dominican 
envoy Jose Villanueva wrote that 
he “strongly condemned this 
repulsive crime." 

West Germany's Otto Kersten, 
secretory-general of the Inter- 
national Confederation of Free 
Trade Unions, said in a statement 
Issued in Tel Aviv that be was 
shocked by the attack. Kersten, 
who heads the 17-miUion-raember- 
orgairtzation is currently visiting 
Israel. . 

Anwar Nusseibeh, the former 
Jordanian defence minister yester- 
day expressed regret for the “loss 
of life" at Misgav Am. but added 
that he expected that it would he 
followed by Israeli retaliation dur- 
ing which other civilians might be 
killed or injured. 


Eitan: Misgav terrorists 
lacked operational plan 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Chief of Staff Rav-Aluf 
Raphael Eitan, visiting the sur- 
vivors of the Misgav Am terrorist ‘ 
attack at Rambam hospital here, 
said that the terrorists who had at- 
tacked Misgav Am had given the 
impression of being uncertain of ex- 
actly what they , wanted, except for 
the desire to fight Israel. 

"We offered them a- way out If 
they would leave ttfe children alone, 
but they had rejected the offer,” he 
said, not going into details. 

He said that during >the 
negotiations ithe terrorists had 
accepted the offer of a bullhorn, but 
refused to takeli radio, to make dis- 
cussions easier. 

During the negotiations, he add- 
ed, the ' number of terror i st s whose 
release was bein^ demanded by the 
Misgav Am raiders had not been 
specified. The number, he said, had 
been 'discovered in documents 
found on the terrorists' bodies. 

Going from bed to bed In the 
hospital, Eitan visited both the 
soldiers and kibbutcnlks wounded 
In the attack. All of the wounded 
soldiers are members of kibbutzim 
and moshavim, except for one 
..Jerusalemite. .... 


At one bedside Eitan met the 
soldier's father, with whom Eitan 
had fought In the War of 
Independence. “That's the say It 
is," the father said. "It was only 
natural that my son should have 
taken part In the Misgav Am ac- 
tion." 

Eitan stopped by the beds of both 
of the Misgav Am children in the 
hospital, Yoav Gat and Ada 
Rapaport. But one of them, ap- 
parently overcome by the large en- 
tourage. burst into tears. His 
mother asked the group to leave. 

A third child. Liar Shaked, was 
released yesterday morning. All 13 
of the wounded from the attack 
were said to.be out of danger and 
feeling well. 

Eitan went on to comment on 
reports that the terrorists were get- 
ting heavy weapons, including 
tanks. Such weapons Indicated a 
tendency to "InstitutionaHzfttion." 
he said. 

. “Their institutionalization will 
make it harder for them to fight us 
because it, is impossible, for them to 
close the £ft>fes3uoh&I gap between 
us.” Eitan said. 

In answer to questions, he said 
the bodies of the terrorists had been 
handed over to the police who would 
deal with them according to stan- 
ding regulations. 


Blum Mis UN ‘vagueness’ on terror

“The final rescue operation took 
only a few minutes but it seemed 
like years to those of us who were 
waiting nearby," Weizman told the 
committee.

Jewish graves 
desecrated in France 

PARIS (JTA). -— The tombs of 
Canadian Jewish soldiers buried in 
the World War H military cemetery 
at Chateau-Bretteville near the 
Normandy landing beaches were 
.desecrated on Mbnday night. 

Twenty-two headstones were 
smashed and overturned and anti- 
Semitic slogans inscribed on them. 
No organization has claimed 
responsibility, and the police say 
they have no clues. 

. The cemetery, on an isolated 
hilltop far from any habitation, is 
unguarded. It contains over 1,000 
tombs of Canadian soldiers who 
died In the Normandy landings.

The prices of many basic 
foodstuff* go back to their pre-

It cost the Treasury ISlJro. to 
keep the prices o f mUk products, 
poultry, fish, potatoes and carrots 
down during the holiday. Yester- 
day, after, a consultation of 
economic ministers, the 
Agriculture Minister signed the ad- 
ministrative order bringing the 
prices back up. 

No decision has been reached yet 
about raising fuel prices. It was 
learned that Finance Minister 
Ylgael Hurvltz and Industry and 
Trade Minister Gideon P&lt yester- 
day requested that Energy Minister 
Yitzhak Mods’! explain his reasons 
for wanting fuel prices raized. Hur- 
vltz and Mods'! wanted figures of 
fuel prices on world markets and on 
the relative prices of various tools 
for Israel. • 

Prices on the Rotterdam spot 
market for oil have dropped to $StS a 


barrel — about the price Israel will 
pay for the oU It buys from Mexico 
after the latest Mexican price rise, 
they said. 

Any rise in fuel prices will im- 
mediately affect the cost-of-living 
. Index. Bank of Israel economists 
estimate that the March index — 
duo to be published on April 18 — 
will be About S per cent higher than 
the previous month. The economic 
ministers may now want to wait for 
the publication of the index so that 
(they can time government- 

- Instigated price rises in a way 
, which will not make the April index 

rise dramatically. 

In any cose, ministers Hurvltz 
and Patt have announced that any 
price rise planned by any ministry 
. needs the prior approval of the 
ministerial economic committee to 

- avoid sharp rises of many prices at 
the same time. 

This caution on the part of the 
ministers is Die reason for the delay 
in the price of fuel, electricity, 
telephone rates, foodstuffs and 
water — even though according to 
the budget these prices should have 1 
gone up during March and April. 


Nazi-himter wants to help 
gypsies press their claims

HAIFA. — Tuvlya Friedman, direc- 
tor of the Jewish Federation of Vic- 
tims of the Nazi Regime, said that 
he would soon be In Germany and 
would be ready to help advise the 
gypsy leadership on how to press 
claims for German reparations. 

Commenting this week on the re- 
cent demonstration by gypsies at 
the Dachau concentration comp, 
N&cl-hunler Friedman said they 
are “fully justified" to demanding 
compensation god “the Jewish peo- 
ple are morally bound to support' 
their, claim.” » ‘ »'»#• « . « , 

The Germans confiscated &U the 


gypsies' property, which consisted 
mainly of horses and wagons, 
violins and other musical in- 
struments and Jewelry, Friedman 
said. 

Since gypsies had been im- 
prisoned alongside Jews In the 
death camps, Jewish Holocaust 
survivors would be able to testify on 
behalf of the gypsies. 

He noted that the gypsies, like 
Jews, "were declared 'subhuman' 
by the German 'master race' 
ideologues, and were condemned to 
extermination." He stated that 
able-bodied gypsies who were sent 
to work for the German war 
machine often preferred to die In- 
stead of labour for the Nazis.

M3d meningitis spreads in March

The Health Ministry released 
statistics yesterday showing that 
there were at least 280 repor te d 
cases of viral meningitis during the 
month of March. 

Only it cases of the mild illness, 
which affects mostly children, were 
reported each In, -Tel Aviv and 
Tiberias during February. In 
March, there were 82 cases in 
Tiberias and 30 la Tel Aviv. 

A Health Ministry spokeswoman 
said the disease is often 
transmitted through contaminated 
drinking water. Several outbreaks 
have been reported in the past 


because of broken sewage lines in 
certain neighbourhoods. 

Victims suffer nausea and 
headaches, but with treatment the 
symptoms usually disappear within 
a few days. Bacterial meningitis Is 
a far more serious disease. 

Other cities where the disease 
struck last month were Afula, with 
48 cases; Ashkelon, with 13; 
Beersheba, with 47; and Haifa, with 
17. Doctors In S&fad treated 81 vic- 
tims — most of them from the 
Upper Galilee town ot Hatzor, 
where the disease reached 
epidemic proportions In a 
neighbourhood where the sewage 
line was broken.

49 years ago as a penniless Im- 
migrant from Lithuania is charged 
In England with four counts of theft 
and one ot fraud. He Is also charged 
with contravening currency ex* 


change laws and with the Illegal 
sale of various textile products. 

Kagan was knighted by former 
British prime minister Marold 
Wilson In 1970. The two were known 
as close personal friends. 

After his flight from Britain. 
Kagan stayed for some time ifi 
Israel, but then left for Latin 
America where he was joined by his 
son. Daniel. He will probably 
appear In a French court next 
week.

‘Burg reneging on police 
ombudsman idea’ — Histadrut

TEL AVTV. — The Histadrut charg- 
ed yesterday that after securing 
Its consent to outlaw a policemen's 
trade union. Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg Is not keeping hla part of the 
bargain to create an alternative 
organization. 

The agreement reached more 
than seven months ago called for 
the establishment of a public police 
"ombudsman” committee under 
the aegis ot the Interior Ministry, 
comprising representatives of the 
government, the Histadrut, the 
police command and members of 
the force, as well as public per- 
sonalities. It was to concern Itself 
with police welfare and wages. 

But Burg is dragging his feet. 
Trades Union Department head 
Y Israel Keszar complained. 

In an apparent allusion to police 
threats to renew the fight to form a 
union. Kess&r told Burg that the 


labour federation will not be 
responsible for the consequences of 
3 government failure to set up the 
commir.ee. 

Burg's spokesman, Yitzhak 
Agassi, yesterday assured The 1 
JcruxcWm Past that Burg would , 
•'faithfully” meet his undertaking. , 
The minister, he said. Is "In the 
fir.a'. stages” of forming the com- 1 
mlttee. which will be established 
"in the very near future." He 
declined to give a specific date. 

The concept of the police om- 
budsman is identical to that of the 
soldiers' ombudsman in the 
Defence Ministry. 

According to the this concept, the 
ombudsman will hold what will 
effectively be a parallel rank to the 
police inspector-general, and hla 
committee will be outside the police 
chief’s jurisdiction. 

Policemen will thus be able to ap- 1 
proach the projected new body 
without fear of retribution from dis- 
approving superiors. 


Black Hebrew appeals on right to be here 


A member of the Black Hebrews 
community yesterday successfully 
applied to the High Court for an In- 
terim injunction forbidding his 
deportation.. 

David McCoy, a U.S. citizen, said 
in his application to the court that 
he had come to Israel eight years 
ago with his mother. The two had 
been living In Eilat for the past five 
years, with McCoy’s brother and 
aunt. 

Experiencing difficulty In renew- 
ing his resident’s permit. McCoy 
said, he had taken up a suggestion 
that be go to Greece and then return 
to Israel, thus having his passport 


stamped with a new three-month 
visa. 

Border Police, however, turned 
him back when be arrived at Ben- 
Gurion Airport, sending him back 
to Greece. McCoy complained to 
the court of what be termed "this 
unprecedentedly arbitrary 
treatment," which he said violated 
his human rights. 

Justice Meir Shamgar granted 
McCoy an interim order, pending 
hearing of the case by a three-man 
bench. 

McCoy reportedly filed his 
application from the U.S. embassy 
in Athens.

TEL AVIV. - El A1 pilots will meet 
this morning to consider, 
•■measures” which could lead to a. 
strike if the management cancels 
its early retirement programme, 
an air crew works committee 
leader said yesterday. 

The pilots are worried by reports 
that the management plans to fire 
most of the airline's navigators and 
two junior pilots. Most of the 
navigators and some pilots bad 
planned to retire soon anyway with 
the special benefits the manage- 
ment offered as part of its 
programme to cut staff. After hear- 
ing reports of management's inten- 
tion to fire them, the pilots say the 
airline is reneging on Its promises. 

Pilots' work committee member 
Baruch Fusman yesterday 
threatened "measurea” and even a 
strike if the management will not 
allow pilots and navigators to 
register for the special retirement 
programme. Avraham Sh&vlt, 
chairman of El Al's board of direc- 
tors. has been asked to meet the 
pilots today about the dispute. 

"We feel that we have been led by 
the nose concerning the new retire- 
ment programme. Now that & 
number of pilots and most of the 
navigators decided to make use of 
It. the management decided to ex- 
clude them from it.” Fusman said. 

He said that El Al's navigators 
who are now redundant should be 
allowed special retirement 
benefits. If the management fires 
those navigators who have applied 
for the retirement plan, “we shall 
take measures to stop it." Fusman 
said. 

An El A1 spokesman said yester- 
day that the airline has nearly com- 
pleted its staff cuts programme. 
About 500 workers have applied for 
early retirement, and after firing 
200 temporary workers In Israel 
and about 100 abroad there may be 
no need for any further dismissals, 
he said. 

The El A1 ground workers have 
meanwhile announced that they 
will not allow even one worker to be 
fired next week. 

The management also plans to 
ask the board of directors to ap- 
prove its decision to cancel the Tel 
Aviv-Chlcago line, as part of the 
policy to cancel all unprofitable 
routes.

The statement 
described Latin American coun- 
tries. with the exception of Mexico, 
as "traitors." 

Peruvian Foreign Minister Ar- 
turo Garcia said by removing 
guards from the Peruvian embassy 
and allowing the invasion, Cuba 
had violated the Vienna Convention 
on Diplomatic Relations. 

Foreign Ministry sources sfcid the 
situation in the Peruvian embassy 
in Havana was unchanged from 
Sunday, when it was Invaded by the 
Cubans. . . 

In Havana, the thousands of 
Cubans crammed into the embassy 
appeared yesterday to be losing 
hope that their wish to leave the 
country would soon be granted. 

“The hostages In Iran and Colom- 
bia and now us," a university 
professor among them commented 
wryly £o a foreign reporter. 

Cuban President Fidel Castro 
visited the embassy on Monday and 
- told the Cubans they could leave the 
country as soon as anoth er co untry 
gave them an entry permit, an 
eyewitness reported. 


But Garcia said his country could 
not be expected to cope alone with 
such a mass of refugees. 

• in Geneva. UN Secretary-

ble to help the Cubans crammed 
into the Peruvian embassy 
grounds. 
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. But whatever help Is given must 
be In cooperation with both Cuban 
and Peruvian authorities, 
spokesmen for the high com- 
missioner said. 


The spokesmen said the high 
commissioner, Poul Hartling of 
Denmark, was called in Geneva by 
Waldheim yesterday morning and 
asked to undertake relief action. 

Hartling was reported to be con- 
sulting with hla aides on what 
assistance could be given. 

In Florida, thousands of Cuban 
exiles in Miami left their Jobs on 
Monday to attend parades and 
rallies in support of their com- 
patriots’ plight in Havana. A relief 
effort coordinated by former Cuban 
prime minister Antonio V arena 
netted more than 981,000 in cash 
and 200 tons of canned food and 
medicines. 

Six cargo planes were lined up to 
haul the supplies, hut permission 
was still needed, from the Cuban 
government to tend them in 
Havana under the auspices of the 
International Red Cross. 

But the International Committee 
of the Red Cross, meanwhile, said it 
was "very doubtful" that It would 
Intervene, according to reporta 
from Geneva.

Police said they arrested more 
than 500 persons. The weekend’s 
rioting was reminiscent of 1980a 
fighting between elegantly dressed 
Mods and leather-jacketed 
Rockers. 

In fact. Mods and Rockers were 
back, along with smaller groups of 
youths on an even older nostalgia 
kick — Teddy Boys emulating the 


Elvis Presley styles of the late 
1900s.' 

Hell’s Angels on souped-up 
motorcycles contributed to a mood 
of adolescent menace so serious 
that police advised would-be 
holiday-makers to turn ha ck o n 
their Journeys and avoid beachfront 
battle zones. . 

Many adult Britons were con 
fused by a. welter of youth styles 
linked only by a common threat of 
violence. A senior police official -at 
Scarborough, one of the worst-hit 
areas said: “They are the same

NOW THAT we know this, where do- 
we go from here? This child has to 
learn that crying will not get him" 
what he wants, but at this point it 
would be futile to say. "Let him cry 
it out." He could cry far longer than 
any normal adult could bear, and, 
besides, at two he is big. enough to 
move into even more disturbing or 
dangerous behaviour. He could, for 
instance, decide to climb or throw 
himself out of the crib, dr seek to 
comfort himself by vigorous, rock- 
ing or head-banging. 


- Since there is no way you can 
reason with him or punish him to 
make him stop crying, the only way 
to deal with the crying (and the 
reward which the crying produces) 
is to eliminate the reason for him to 
cry. Which means not putting him 
into bed until he is as receptive, to 
the Idea as he is at noon when he Is 
put in for his daytime nap. 

Get him ready for bed — bathed, 
-pyjama-ed, simpered, whatever the 
drill is at your house. If he starts to 
cry when you take him off to bed, 
put him down at the very first 
whimper. Put him down and ignore 
him while you read your paper- or 
go about your business. 

When he looks as though he is 
reeling from fatigue, pick him up. 
cuddle him, sing him a lullaby 
while holding him next to his bed. 
Try to recreate the pleasure he 
feels at being put into bed during 
the daytime. Give him his “dum- 
my" or his favourite toy, tuck him 
in with his favourite cover. And ff it 
doesn't work, take him out and 
start nil over , again. And do it oil 
with an air of loving nonchalance. 

The only way to convey to your 
child that you feel that calm and un- 
concerned about the whole thing la 
to make up your mind that you real- 
ly do feel that way. Don't be im- 
patient. Don't expect results over- 
night — or to change within a week 
behaviour that has been practised 
and habituated over a long period. 

In this ease,- you may have 
already lost the bedtime battle (at 
least bedtime behaviour as you 


GENERALLY SPEAKING, all 
parents have trouble some of the 
time with some of their children 
about going to bed. no matter what 
techniques they use: Parenting 
styles ore as varied about this issue 
as are people. Some parents can en- 
force their will so completely that 
the kid wouldn't dream of getting 
out of bed, even if it takes him two 
hours to fall asleep. Other children 
wander around at ail hours and 
their parents are relaxed enough to 
seem to be saying (and feeling) that 
people can go to bed when they're 
tired, nnd no need to make a fuss. 
As far as the children are concern- 
ed, they all grow up — and outgrow 
the childish patterns. 

The difficulty lies in that people 
are not consistent and parents, with 
the best intentions in the world, find

But there are 
two other Important con- 
siderations: Keep the child out of 
your bed and prevent him tyran- 
nizing you by his tears. 

Don’t delude yourself that you 
can let him fall asleep In your bed 
and then transfer him to his. own 
and have the matter end there. 
Sometimes It works, and you may. 
be one of the lucky ones. More 
typically, the older, the more 
mobile the child becomes, the more 
frequently will you be awakened la 
the middle of the night (o find that 
your night visitor has returned — 
again and again and again. And the 
more resentment and rejection he 
will experience when you finally 
have to make It plain that he is juat 
not welcome there: 

As for getting his way by tears 
and tantrums — if it works so well 
at bedtime, it won't be long before 
he concludes that this same ploy 
could work In other circumstances 
just as well. So there are two very 
Important reasons for making a: 
determined effort to change that 
bedtime behaviour. Start now. and 
keep at it, no matter how long It 
takes. And remember that It will 
gel easier as he gets tobe more vex^ 
ba\.

For example, a parent who starts 
out being very permissive and giv- 
ing of himself and of his time at 
bedtime, finds that he resents never 
having an evening to himself. Or 
he's too tired physically to keep 
bringing drinks of water or carry- 
ing kids to make peepee at a time 
when he wants to watch television. 
Or he just does not have enough 
bands to cope when that second or 
third child appears on the scene. 
When he then puts on the "get- 
tough" act. the child will flgltt with 
all the tools at his command to con- 
tinue to enjoy the privileges he has 
come to consider his due. 


On the other hand, remember 
that It takes a great deal at self- 
confidence In one's parenting to be 
able to allow a 12-month-old infant 
to cry a bit. Especially with a first 
child, we are prone to seek and to 
find any excuse for the bedtime cry- 
ing rather than the very ordinary 
one ■— that perhaps he juat doesn't 
want to be aione and go to sleep. By 
the time we have run the gamut of 
excuses — wet bottoms, burpy turn- 
-mica, fear of the dark, sensitivity to 
family noises, coming down with a 
cold — baby has learned that the 
act of crying produces some reac- 
tion from the parent. And let's face 
It. any activity la more interesting 
than going to sleep. 


So think ahead. You want to be a 
first-class parent and you are 
prepared to give your baby ail of 
your attention during his waking 
hours, but In the interest of your 
health and sanity it would help If 
there were a limit to his waking 
hours. 

Those Idyllic TV scenes wherein 
beautiful children are tucked in for 
the night and then permit their 
parents to enjoy their own pursuits 
for the rest of the evening are a fic- 
tion. It never happened to me that 
way, or to any of the people that I 
know. Those parents who came 
close to achieving that ideal did so 
by dint of being consistent, deman- 
ding and sometimes impervious to 
their offsprings' tears. And don’t 
delude yourself that If you win the 
battle at age one you won't have to 
fight again at age two, three, four, 
etc. But if you win the early battles, 
you at least have a chance for con- 
tinued success. Unfortunately, the 
reverse is equally true.

INDUSTRIAL zones, in Israel In par- 
ticular, are rarely attractive. More often 
than not, they're characterised by ugly 
architecture, unsightly waste deposits and 
air pollution.

Michael Braun's father. Asher, originally 
a carpenter by trade, went from here to 
Germany in 1949, to claim restitution 
payments. Travelling on the train from 
Nuremberg to Frankfurt, he was seated op- 
posite another elderly gentleman, and with 
time on their hands, the two struck up 4 
conversation.

As production grew, the premises in 
Ratisbone became too small, and in 19B7, 
the firm moved to Ba’aka, where in the 
course of time, it acquired seven additional 
storerooms in the surrounding area. 

In 2980, Michael Braun became manag- 
ing director. Four other members of his 
family are also In the business Including 
Danny, son of well-known Jerusalem 
photographer Werner Braun, who serves 
as a deputy managing director.

c- posit and loan portfolio and in- 
come from the management of 
mutual funds. 


Characteristic of the firm’s un- 
derlying policy is that 52.6 per cent 
of its Investment portfolio is in in- 
dustry. Management realizes that 
other investments may show a 
higher yield, hut it persists in direc- 
ting funds Into both basic and high- 
technology oriented industries. 
This policy has a tendency to limit 
profitability. 

in 1979, though more than half of 
the firm's investments were in In- 
dustry. this sector only provided 
sume 30 per cent of the overall in- 


vestment portfolio income. By com- 
parison, the firm Invested some 7.3 
per cent in real estate and realized 
more than 13 per cent of total in- 
come from this field. The same 
trend is evident from Its in- 
vestments in hanking, financing 
and insurance. A 28.4 per cent in- 
vestment yielded nearly 40 per cent 
of profits. 

Dan Tolkowsky, DBIC’s manag- 
ing director, told The Jerusalem 
Post that after years of difficulties 
experienced by Abar Ltd., a 
producer of aluminium foil and 
related products, the company's 
situation has stabilized. 

"We have managed'to double the 
output to 200 tons a month and have 
radically changed the product line. 
Tet results are being hampered by 
the continuous rise In the cost of 
aluminium, the basic raw material 
used by Abar. We are looking for an 
association with an overseas 
aluminium producer, a develop- 
ment which would be highly 
beneficial to us," Tolkowsky said. 

Discussing the outlook for in- 
dustry in 1980 Tolkowsky envisaged 
a drop in profits. "Not long ago the 
cost of financing was 4-5 per cent of 
sales, now it has risen to 15-20 per 
cent of sales," explained 
Tolkowsky. 

As a result he sees no other solu- 
tion hut to reduce production and 
sales. "The Bank of Israel shows a 
myopic attitude towards industry. 
It no longer differentiates between 
a merchant and a producer. The 
cost of money is so high that we can 
no longer even sell to the local 
market and thus leave it open to the 
importer," he said.

Some Europeans earn 25% more than Americans 


Swedish factory workers 
average $11.39 an hour 


WASHINGTON (AP). —.Factory 
workers in West Germany, 
Belgium, Holland and Sweden earn- 
ed about 25 per cent more than TJ.8. 
workers last year, according to es- 
timates by the U.S. Department of 

Labour. 

An average U.S. production 
worker in manufacturing industries 
earned 59.09 an hour in 1979, all 
benefits included, but his average 
Belgian counterpart got the 
equivalent of 811.30, the Dutchman 
811.37, the West German 811.88 and 
the Swede 811.39, the agency said. 

These are gross figures, which in- 
clude not only wages hut. social 
security and other benefits not paid 
directly to the worker, the agency 
explained. 

Because prices vary from coun- 
try to country, and because 
workers get other kinds of compen- 
sation beyond their regular pay in 
some countries, the Labour Depart- 
ment warned that the figures do not 
indicate .comparative living stan- 
dards. 

But analysts here aatttln many 
cases these differences are to the 
advantage of non- Americans. 


The experts point out that some 
countries pay family allowances 
when there are more than two 
children in a household. Prices In 
West Germany and Sweden are ris- 
ing at only about one-third the rate 
of inflation In the U.S., and Belgian 
laws require nearly ail wages and 
salaries to rise with the official 
cost-of-living index. 

On the other hand, food and petrol 


prices, as well as taxes, are 
generally lower in the U.S. ■ - 

In five of the 10 countries studied 
by the U.S. Labour Department, 
earnings are -lower than In the U.S, 
The average Briton gets the 
equivalent of only 85.46 an hour, the 
Japanese 55.48. the Italian 57.38, the 
Canadian $7.97 and the Frenchman 
58.17. 

Among the poorer countries the 
estimate- is 52.31 for Mexico, 51,80 
for Brazil and 51.15 for- South 
Korea. 

'The figures show that the U.S. 
worker began to lose his top status 
in 1975, after the dollar was first 
devalued; But the 25 per cent 
spread qras not reached until last 
year. In 1978 the Belgian worker 
seemed to be at the top of the heap, 
with 59.88 an hour — 19 per cent 
above the U.S. figure of 58.33. 

In 1960 the average U.S. worker 
was getting 82.66 an hour, and the 
only one who came close was the 
Canadian, with 82.12. For workers 
of other countries the pay was less 
than half what Americans were get- 
ting — down to the average 
Japanese, who then made only 26 
cents an hour. 

The U.S. Bureau of Labour 
Statistics warns that these figures 
should not he taken literally. In 
some countries, for example, they 
include compensation for time not 
worked, such as vacations, _and ad- 
justments could not be .made. 
Because of such limitations,: the 
comparisons are -only estimates 
and the U.S. Labour Department 
has not distributed them widely. 


1980 good year for congresses

Investors in commodities and In 
precious metals have generally 
Men both a nominal and real less of 
value in their investments. The 
price of gold, in the first quarter 
has. - declined by 2.7 per cent in 
dollar terms. The value of silver 
has dropped by some two- thirds 
from its high of 350 an ounce. 

The panic selling by: the Hunt 
brothers, the . world's largest 
private, hoarders of silver, was 
responsible for ' the most recent 
sharp drop in the price of silver and 
also caused a one-day panic on the 
New York Stock Exchange. 

. Focusing in on local Investments, 
the index-linked bond market, with 
a few limited exceptions, was bare- 
ly able fo keep pace with. Inflation. 
The 6.5 per cent 'Defence' Loons 
were ahead by 20 per cent, on the 
overage. Double-option bonds rose 
by 20.5 per cent. The 80 per cent 
index-linked bonds were relatively 
good gainers, with a rise of some 22 
per cent. 

A sampling of bonds linked to 
foreign .currency showed meagre 
gains of 5 per cent. 

The local share market began the 
year with a sparkling performance. 
For the first two months, the 
-general share index, was able to 
-show a gain of some 30 per cent. 
However. March proved to be dis- 
mal and many of the sharp gains 
were seriously cut back. 

The movement In the shares of 
the country's- commercial bank 

shares again proved-thia type ol in- 
vestment capable of outperforming 
the index and the rate of dev&Iua- 
tioa.'-The shares of Bank Leu ml 
showed a gain of more than 30 per 
cent, while Hap will m wasadvan- 
cing by about 25 percent; The con- 
. tlnuous support by the banka of 
their own shares on the exchange 
offers the investors a degree 01 
stability generally not accom- 
panied by Investment in any other 
type of share. 

Perhaps overlooked by many In- 
dividuals are options. Many of the 
bank options continued to outpace 
the rise tn the underlying bank 
shares. By most standards equities 
registered for trading on. the Tel 


Aviv Slock Exchange arc currently 
at depressed price levels, and a 
judicious choice should work out 
satisfactorily over, the medium 
term. 

With the outlook for & continuous 
high rnte of inflation, local Invest- 
ment portfolios would best be struc- 
Hired by having a high proportion of 
Index-linked bonds. A minimum 
satisfactory figure should be about 
50 per cent. 

Some 20 per cent could be In- 
vented in shares, with a clear 
preference given to bank equities. 
The balance of the portfolio should 
contain foreign currency 
denominated Investments. 

Dollar denominated bonds, auch 
ns the recently floated Issue by Zim 
with a tax limit of 35 per cent on the 
interest and no liability for tax on 
rate differentials, la particularly at- 
tractive. The bonds have a floating 
interest rate and are currently 
yielding Close to 18 per cent tn 
dollars. 

Pat am dollar deposits ahould also 
be given consideration. 

The market for commemorative 
coins and medals Issued by the 
Bank of Israel and marketed by the 
Israel Government Coins and 
Medals- Corporation has stabilized. 
The prices of the gold Issues showed 
a sharp rise as gold was climbing 
earlier in the year. When the price 
of gold turned down, the price of the 
local numismatic Items were only 
somewhat softer and managed to 
maintain most of the gains achiev- 


ed. 

However, the prospects for the 
nest quarter are less encouraging, 
barring a major rise In the inter- 
national price for gold and silver. 

Real estate prices, for about six 
months now, have been on the 
decline. In spite of an anticipated 
housing shortage. 10 be felt near the 
end of the calendar year, the prices 
of apartments In the country's 
three major cities have shown a 
steady decline. Despite lower 
prices, demand la small, since 
prices, by any standards, are still 
high. 

*n suburban Tel Aviv apartments 
under construction are priced, for 
three rooms, at ISiBO.OOO to 18200,- 
000. 

With available mortgage money 
being linked to the Index, many 
young couples and other prospec- 
tive buyers are having second 
thoughts about undertaking the 
burden of linked mortgages. 

The local economy Is currently In 
a stage of recession which will 
probably deepen further In the 
months ahead. The “credit freeze'' 
imposed by the Treasury earlier In 
the year will be extended and may 
force corporations and. Individuals 
to cosh In on their investments, 
with some resultant strains on the 
securities markets. 

In view of these anticipations In- 
vestors assuming a conservative 
stance will probably show the best 
performance over the near and 
medium terra. 


TBL AVIV. — Index-linked bonds 
and equities enjoyed a rising 
market yesterday as trading activi- 
ty picked up noticeably. Fully- 
linked bands as well as the 8.5 
Defence I -cans were particularly 
strong as they picked up as much as 
3 per cent.

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Countering terrorism 


THE LEAFLETS carried on their persons by the five attackers 
of the Misgav Am nursery early Monday morning are reported 
to have contained some unfavourable comment on President 
Sadat, as a supposed traitor to the Palestinian cause. 

Such is at this time the standard terrorist warcry: and it is 
best dismissed as a lot of sound .and fury, signifying nothing. 
The terrorists' assault was plainly not even meant as a send-off 
for the Egyptian leader, then readying for his two days of talks 
on the Palestinian autonomy with President Carter. 

Politically, indeed, the most striking aspect of the murderous 
action at Misgav Am was its wholly tenuous relation to anything 
specifically Palestinian. 

The action was executed by a PLO outfit that calls itself the 
Arab Liberation Front: Arab, not Palestinian, which is a dis- 
tinction with some difference. The group is based in Baghdad, 
and its action was timed — according to Beirut accounts — to 
coincide with, of all things, the thirty-third anniversary of the 
Ba'ath Party. 

Iraq has for 10 years now been ruled by a wing of the Ba'ath 
that claims a monopoly on the party's original ideals. Among 
these, of course, is death to Zionism. 

Devotion to this high purpose has for decades now been the lit- 
mus test of Arabism, and the new Iraqi regime of President Sad- 
dam Hussein has, for its own reasons, lately been in some need 
of reaffirming its Pan-Arab credentials. There was, for exam- 
ple, the recent expulsion from Baghdad of the Marxist PDFLF 
(Popular Democratic Front for the liberation of Palestine) , led 
by Nayef Hawatma who got too cocky for Iraqi tastes. 

More important yet, there have been violent clashes, 
recently, on Iraq's border with Iran, and earlier yet on the 
border with Syria. 

It is in this context that the Iraqi-inspired terrorist action in 
Upper Galilee, on Israel’s border with Lebanon, should be view- 
ed: as a way of Iraq's claiming its due place under the Arab 
sun by showing fealty to the cause of Israel's destruction. 

A growing number of Palestinians, it seems, have come to j 
realize over the years, under the impact of tragic events, that j 
this Is not their own true cause. They have seen their own true 
Palestinian interest go down the drain as the Arab states vied 
with one another in making “Palestinian rights" their 
playthings. 

At the same time it has also begun to dawn an some non- 
Palestinian Arab leaders that the attempted exploitation of the 
Palestinians has left them, the exploiters, high and dry. That, in 
large measure, was the sense of President Sadat's journeying to 
Jerusalem In November 1977. 

Egypt remained committed to legitimate Palestinian rights, 
Mr. Sadat in effect said, but it would no longer give its life for 
them. The outcome was the Camp David agreements. 

Since then Mr. Sadat has, in part because of his troubles with 
Arab rejectlonists, partly gone back on his Egyptian 
declaration of independence (of the Palestinians). His partner 
in the Camp David deal. Premier Begin, has for his part only 
deepened Israel's involvement in the Palestinian issue by affir- 
ming eternal attachment to the land on which they reside. 

To disentangle — or at least to begin to disentangle — the 
newly created mess is what the conversations Mr. Carter is hol- 
ding with Mr. Sadat now, and which he will be holding with Mr. 
Begin next week, are all about. Success will not he immediate, it 
may be assumed, but even the appearance of a glimmer of hope 
for agreement on the autonomy, where none has been in evid- 
ence so far, should do for now. 

If another visit by Mr. Sadat to Jerusalem, such as being 
mooted, could help, it ought to be welcomed though with 
reserve: history, as someone once sagely suggested, tends to 
repeat Itself as a farce. 

What really matters, however, beyond any particular techni- 
ques of negotiations, is that both Egypt and Israel should under- 
take again not to allow conflict over the ^practical meaning of 
Palestinian rights to ever again drive a wedge between the two 
neighbouring countries. That would be the most apt political 
reply to the outrage perpetrated by Iraq’s henchmen in Misgav 
Am.

EVENTS IN the North may have helped overshadow the news’, 
but now it can no longer be blinked: the “ugly Israeli" has done 
it again, only worse than ever. 

Working overtime, as it were, over the long weekend holiday, 
he (or she) ravaged vast tracts of natural pulchritude, notably 
in the far south — ripping, dumping, ruining, overturning 
things. Primordial beauty spots were transformed into heaps of 
refuse. Private as well as public property was vandalised. 

The badly outnumbered personnel of the nature preserves 
were unable to cope with the hordes of, as it happened, marau- 
ding vacationers. Some of the melancholy reports from the 
scene of action apeak of scorched earth. 

What should be done to prevent recurrence of such a horror? 
Should the preserves be closed to visitors, particularly on 
holidays, until they learn to behave themselves? Should 
penalties be stiffened so as to scare anyone out of even entering 
the areas? That is easier proposed than carried out. 

In the end, we know, it is all a matter of education: the "ugly 
Israeli" Is our son or daughter — not to say our own image in the 
mirror. Have our teachers, perhaps, some constructive idea? 
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A case for the territories based on strategic considerations 
is far more intelligible than one based on religious or 
legalistic claims, writes YEHUDA WEINRAUB. 
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THE POLEMICS over Jewish 
historical claims to Judea-Samaria 
and Jews' legal right to settle there 
have become an International and 
domestic issue. As such, they tend 
to obscure and to divert attention 
from the major question of Israel’s 
basic security. 

Unlike religious or legalistic 
political-historical claims, an argu- 
ment based upon the imperatives of 
security is baked on clear 
topographic, demographic and 
technical evidence, and is both im- 
mediately comprehensible to the in- 
telligent layman and unaffected by 
political vicissitudes. 

The critical importance of the 
territories, which many Israelis 
refer to as Judea and Samaria, is a 
function of the. topography of the 
region, the organization of the 
Israel Defence Forces and the 
potential enemy, and the 
geographic distribution of Israel's 
industrial and population centres.

The 
strategic value of this region Is 
readily apparent to the naked eye. 

The most important physical 
feature of the territory is the ds- 
Jordanlan Judean and Samarian 
mountain range which runs parallel 
to the Jordan River to its east, and 
which dominates Iarael’s 
vulnerable heartland — the narrow 
Coastal Plain to the west — where 
two-thirds of Israel's population, in- 
dustry and agriculture -is concen- 
trated.

SHOULD ISRAEL HELP DROP-OUTS? 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Poat 

Sir, — We refer to Sarah Honig’s 
report of March 10, "Israelis run 
educational, social centres for 
drop-outs." 

About one-third of the Jews who 
leave the Soviet Union declare upon 
arrival in Vienna that they intend to 
go to Israel. The remaining two- 
thirds arrive in Vienna firmly 
decided to go on to other countries 
(the U.S., Canada or Australia). 
The government of Austria does not 
allow these Jews to stay a long time 
on Its soil. On the hand, the Italian 
government agreed to let them stay 
in Italy until they got visas. . 

Joint-Iarael, which has always 
looked after Jews, was greatly con- 
cerned by the fact that the drop- 
outs were cut off from the Jewish 
people and by their inactivity dur- 
ing their stay In Italy. The Joint and 
the Jews of Italy were not able oh 
their own to bring the drop-outs into 
contact with Judaism and given 
them a feeling of solidarity with the 
Jewish people. Therefore, the Joint 
aaked the Corporation of Communi- 
ty Centres to help. 

After studying the matter and 
consulting the Prime Minister, the 
Minister of Education and the 
Chairman of the Zionist Executive, 
it was decided to send Israeli 
teachers and counsellors to Rome 
and to two other Italian cities where 
there are thousands of Russian 
Jews. These teachers and 
counsellors direct Jewish ac- 
tivities. with special emphasis on 
Israeli holidays, teach Hebrew and 
organize communal activities along 
Isreaeli lines. For many Jews, this 
is their first encounter with such 
things as a Seder, the lighting of 
Sabbath candles, the Hebrew 
alphabet, facts about Israel and 
even the past history of Soviet 
Jewry. 

All those connected with this ac- 
tivity in Italy, such as the Israel 
Embassy, the Jewish Agency, the 
Jewish Community and the people 
of the Joint are pleased with It and 
do everything they can to help. 

In conclusion, it is important to 
remember that attempts to bring 


moral pressure to bear on the drop- 
outs to induce them to go to Israel 
produce negative results. Only a 
sympathetic approach to these 
Jews is tolerated and raises a hope 
that most or some of them will con- 
sider themselves part of the Jewish 
people; some even change their 
mind and go to Israel from Rome.

I could -not help but be Impressed 
by another point of view sounded by 
a despondent Israeli teacher who is 
going home only a few weeks after 
having started teaching drop-out 
children in Ostia. She said her heart 
was broken by her daily contact 
“with these lovely children lost to 
the Jewish people." She said the 
work done at the centre amounts to 
a drop in the ocean and that the cen- 
tre in effect is an absorption centre 
for drop-outs. . 

The parents of the children atten- 
ding classes at the centre said it 
provided valuable baby-sitting 
facilities for them. Others said a 
smattering of Judaism might 
create a more generous welcome 
for them In American Jewish com- 
munities. 

Why Israelis should aid and abet 
the regrettable drop-out 
phenomenon Is beyond me. Should 
we prepare them for Ufe In the U.S. 
and Australia? 

It would do the Israelis involved 
well to keep in mind the fact that 
the vast majority of Soviet Jews 
assimilate soon after arrival in the 
U.S. and cease for all Intents and 
purposes to be Jewish. 

Finally, contrary to what the 
letter says, we heard very 
derogatory Jewish Agency reac- 
tions to the Israeli Involvement in 
running drop-out facilities. 


THE DOME OF THE ROCK 


To the -Editor of The Jerusalem Poet 

Sir, — I refer to A. Rabinovich’s 
article on Prof. A. S. Kaufman’s 
highly plausible theory about an 
alternative site of the Jewish sanc- 
tuary on the Temple Mount and con 
only express my deep regret about 
those Israeli archaeologists who. 
without giving any counter- 
argument, stick to the old story that 
the Dome of the Rock occupies part 
of the area of the First as well as 
the Second Temple. 

Every historian accepts the fact 
that the Sakhra was found by the 
Moslem conquerors of Jerusalem 
and that they declared it a holy site 
for reasons of their own. They but- 
tressed their claim through the con- 
struction of their admirable 
building over that spot and, in due 
course, its sanctity was accepted by 
both Jews and Christiana without 
opposition. Strangely enough 
nobody aaked why such a 
remarkable stone, sitting over a 
cave, which has another hollow as 
its basement, should have been 
regarded as part of the Jewish 
shrine and never been described In 
detail. 

My answer to those who wrongly 
identify the centre-piece of the 
Dome of the Rock with the pierced 
stone which, according to the 
Pilgrim of Bordeaux, was the focus 
of a Jewish mourning rite In 338 AD.

The gentle western- slopes of the 
mountains, leading down to the 
Cbastal Plain, are wefidatted with 
routes and facilitate the rapid dis- 
patch of reinforcements from " cen- 
tral Israel” to the mountatotopa. 
The bulk of the IDE's order of battle 
is comprised of reserves, and bathe 
event of a surprise attack the Vastly - 
outnumbered regulars would be 
able to take advantage: of ttie- 
topography arid hold off the. enemy ' 
thrust until reserve formations 
could be mobilised and rein- 
forcements -sent to tbe front. 
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The steep, inaccessible eastern 
slopes serve as a wall, jutting up 
between the Jordan Valley and the 
Israeli Coastal Plain. An attacking 
armoured force crossing the Jor- 
dan River (which Is negotiable at 
several bridges and natural passes) 
would be forced to make its way up- 
ward through difficult - terrain, 
limited in its ascent to five existing 
roads. The steep mountainous 
terrain does not permit armour to 
manoeuvre, and the attacking force 
would not be able to spread out and 
take advantage of its numbers. 
Such an attacking force, advancing 
slowly, would be easy target for a 
small, defending force which could 
block the narrow mountain passes. 
The defenders could also move ' 
troops along a north-south road, to 
block various axes of advance. 


BUT TOPOGRAPHY is a double- 
edged sword. In the handa of Israel, 
it would allow a small defending - 
force to stave off a massive enemy 
onslaught. Should- the area-fall to 
enemy hands, the advantages 
would be reversed. An attacker in- 
stalled in the Judea-Saxnaria moun- 
tains could literally flood Israel’s 
vital Coastal Plain . with tanka; 
streaming them down the moderate 
western slopes over an almost in- 
finite array of routes at its disposal. 
Alternatively. It could use the 
flatiands themselves. The .enemy 
would be able to fan out, making 
maximum use of its numbers, and 
be in a position to bisect Isr&eL at 
her narrow "waist" within a matter 
of hours. To repell an enemy 
onslaught launched from such an 
opening position would be most dif- 
ficult, and major tank battles- would 
have to rage within or near pop- ; 
ul&ted areas. .
